The biggest tonnage in seven 
years was handled during 1935 at 
the Port of Montreal. Canada’s 
eastern seaport metropolis -on the 
St. Laprence River.

tons, an increase of 328,621 tons! 
over the previous year. 

The net registered tonnage was 
the second highest in the port’s 
history with 1,058 . ocean-going 
ships, 747 coastal vessels and 3.920 
proceeding to and from inland 
ports, making a total of 5,725 
ships. Export tonnage increased 
slightly due mainly to larger out- 
ward grain shipments. while im- 
ports showed a-new high record 
with an increase over 1934- of 
nearly half a million tons. 

* Large Increases 

Seven or eight years ago, Moa- 
treal was known chiefly as a grain 
exporting harbour: In 1928 grain 
exports: amounted to 45 per cent. 
of the total. In 1935, the situa- 
tion had altered-to the extent 
that the grain exports were oaly 
10 per cent. of the total tonnage. 

"The largest single increase . in 
import tonnage was accounted for 
by foreign corn but important!
